Two  Different  Ways  of  Life 


This  Winter  the  Women’s  Evening  Group

Holtzman  was  the  first  woman  to  be  elected  a 
District  Attorney  in  New  York  State,  in 
Brooklyn,  a  position  she  held  from  1981  to 
1989.  Prior  to  serving  as  the  Brooklyn  D.A., 
she  was  the  youngest  woman  ever  elected  to 
Congress  and  represented  the  16th  C.D. 
(Brooklyn)  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
from  1973  to  1981.  Also,  she  was  the  first 
Democratic  woman  to  serve  on  the  House 
Budget  Committee.

From  The  Rabbi’s  Desk 

The  Jews  And  Islam 

From  time  to  time  one  hears  of  well  meaning 
individuals  from  Israel  touring  the  United 
States  preaching  Jewish-Arab  understanding. 
I  am  sure  that  many  of  us  feel  like  the 
shadchan  of  old  who  wanted  to  marry  off  an 
impoverished  youth  to  a  princess.  Having 
quickly  convinced  the  young  man,  now  all  he 
had  to  do  was  speak  to  the  other  side!  We  are 
all  in  favor.  Now  all  we  have  to  do  is  find 
some  interest  on  the  other  side. 

I  have  always  felt  that  the  real  tragedy  of  our 
confrontation  with  the  Islamic  world  (this 
includes  non-Arab  peoples  such  as  Turks, 
Pakistanis,  Indonesians,  etc.)  is  that  although 
the  life  of  the  Jew  in  the  Middle  East  was  not 
entirely  rosy  and  beautiful,  whatever  perse¬ 
cution  there  was  could  in  no  way  compare  to 
the  suffering  of  Jews  in  the  Christian  world. 
The  crude  anti-Semitism  of  Europe  was  un¬ 
known  to  the  Muslim  mind.  Similarities  of 
interests  and  religious  beliefs  drew  Muslim 
and  Jew  close  together  during  long  periods  of 
world  history  to  such  an  extent  that  Jewish 
statesmen  were  often  suspected  of  being 
pro-Turkish  in  their  policies  in  the  19th 
century . 

Professor  Bernard  Lewis  of  Princeton  Uni¬ 
versity  has  suggested  that  as  the  worst  massa¬ 
cres  of  Jews  in  medieval  Christendom  were 
perpetrated  by  Crusaders  on  their  way  to 
fight  the  Saracen  Turks;  the  expulsion  of  the 
Jews  from  Spain  was  the  climax  of  the 
reconquest  from  the  Moors;  the  deadliest 
enemies  of  the  TUrks  were  the  Russians,  the 
most  inveterate  Jew-haters  of  modern  Eu¬ 
rope,  a  fellow-feeling,  even  if  unrecipro¬ 
cated,  was  understandable. 

As  a  child  in  London,  I  recall  that  our 
next-door  neighbors  were  a  Jewish  family 
from  Morocco.  They  had  lived  in  England 
for  most  of  their  lives  but  still  had  connec¬ 


tions  in  their  native  homeland.  Indeed,  they 
were  friendly  with  the  famous  Berber  leader, 
El  Glaoui,  Pasha  of  Marrakesh.  This  family 
had  an  antipathy  towards  Zionism.  They  felt 
that  it  was  entirely  due  to  the  Zionists  that  the 
traditional  friendship  between  the  two  relig¬ 
ions  had  soured.  Give  up  this  nonsense  of 
Palestine  and  Jews  would  live  in  tranquility 
and  harmony  with  the  Arab. 

Of  course,  we  could  not  agree  with  this  form 
of  thinking.  We  know  that  our  people  had  to 
have  its  own  State  if  it  were  to  survive  in  the 
hostile  world.  There  was  no  alternative, 
especially  after  Hitler.  And  we  realized  that 
had  the  State  of  Israel  come  into  being  just  a 
few  years  earlier  many  millions  of  our  breth¬ 
ren  would  have  survived  the  Holocaust. 

My  Jewish  neighbors’  thinking  accorded, 
however,  with  Arab  ideas  on  the  Middle 
East.  If  there  had  been  no  Israel,  then  most  of 
the  Jews  would  not  have  left  the  various 
countries  of  the  Levant.  Thus,  Jews  only 
became  refugees  because  of  the  establishment 
of  the  State.  It  was  European  persecution  that 
made  the  Jew  think  of  his  own  homeland. 
And  since  the  Arab  was  in  no  way  responsi¬ 
ble,  why  was  the  solution  forced  on  him? 

All  this  gives  us  food  for  thought.  If  only  both 
of  us  would  face  the  realities  of  the  present 
day  and  blend  them  with  the  spirit  of  yester¬ 
years,  then  we  could  look  forward  to  a  better 
future.  If,  instead  of  copying  the  Christian 
world  in  their  manifestations  of  traditional 
anti-Semitism,  our  Semitic  half-brothers  would 
follow  the  teachings  of  their  historical  experi¬ 
ence  and  work  together  with  us,  think  what 
could  be  achieved!

T\i  Bishevat 

Tu  Bishevat,  the  New  Year  for  Trees,  begir 
at  sundown,  Tuesday,  January  29th  and  cd 
eludes  at  sundown,  Wednesday,  January  30th. 

The  rabbis  of  the  Talmud  speak  of  the  New 
Year  for  Trees.  According  to  the  School  of 
Shammai,  it  was  to  be  celebrated  on  the  first 
day  of  the  Hebrew  month  of  Shevat,  but  the 
School  of  Hillel  said  that  it  was  to  be 
observed  on  the  15th  day  of  the  month  of 
Shevat.  It  was  the  decision  of  the  School  of 
Hillel  that  was  accepted,  and  since  the  days 
of  the  first  century,  C.E.,  the  15th  day  of  the 
month  of  Shevat  has  been  celebrated  as  the 
New  Year  for  Trees. 

Normally,  no  special  liturgy  or  festivity  is 
described  for  the  day,  except  that  the  ancient 
mystics  apparently  formulated  a  special  “seder” 
in  former  times. 

In  Israel  today,  the  ancient  practice  of  plant¬ 
ing  trees  has  been  revived,  and  school  chil¬ 
dren  and  others  do  so  on  TU  Bishevat. 

In  our  religious  school,  the  children  plant 
trees  in  Israel  through  the  Jewish  National 
Fund.

News  From  The  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  of  America 

First  Soviet-Born  Rabbi  Travels 
Home  to  Tkach  Judaism 

Leonid  Feldman,  the  first  Soviet-born  Con¬ 
servative  Rabbi,  made  a  three  week  visit  to 
his  hometown  of  Kishinev  this  summer,  a 
town  that  he  left  as  an  atheist  14  years  ago, 
and  returned  to  as  a  Rabbi  and  emissary  of 
the  Conservative  Movement.  The  journey, 
made  under  the  aegis  of  the  Jewish  Theologi¬ 
cal  Seminary,  was  a  chance  for  Feldman  to 
reintroduce  Judaism  to  those  he  left  behind, 
and  also  served  as  a  honeymoon  for  Rabbi 
Feldman  and  his  new  wife,  Melissa.  The 
couple  traveled  and  taught  together,  and  were 
also  able  to  meet  with  Soviet  faculty  at  the 
MGIAI  Institute  in  preparation  for  our  up¬ 
coming  Jewish  Studies  Program.  The 
Feldman’s  experiences  received  broad  press 
coverage  and  were  highlighted  on  a  recent 
segment  of  the  Today  Show. 

Inter-faith  “Quest  for  Spirituality” 
Held  By  Louis  Finkelstein  Institute 

Catholic,  Jewish,  Orthodox,  and  Protestant 
scholars  will  gather  at  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  for  the  first  program  of  the  1990-91 
Louis  Finkelstein  Institute  for  Religious  and 
Social  Studies.  This  thought-provoking  pro¬ 
gram,  entitled  “Quest  for  Spirituality,”  meets 
for  eight  Tuesday  mornings  and  started  Octo¬ 
ber  30th.  Its  purpose  is  to  explore  the  chal¬ 
lenges  and  opportunities  which  confront  the 
clergy  and  religious  institutions  as  they  seek 
to  foster  spirituality  in  our  urban  society.
